8,  Refugee  Movement  and  Control: 

Although  there  were  no  plane  for  mesa  refugee  movement,  the  Brigade 
expected  to  generate  a  email  numMr  of  refugees  due  to  the  tactical  operation. 

A  total  of  840  ppraons  were  relocated  to  District  Headquarter’s  within  our  Area 
of  Operations,  Before  the  operation  got  underway  cccrdmition  was  made  with  the 
RACV  Sub-Sector  advisors  at  SON  7IW  and  T*d  HGHIA  Districts,  and  also  with  the 
Special  forces  Advisory  Teams  at  TRA  BOIC  and  SON  HA  Districts,  Tne  concept  of 
the  operation  was  that  the  districts  would  receive  only  those  refugees  actually 
generated  by  tactical  operations.  Ourtng  the  ten  day  period  of  this  operation 
£0!.'  TI?Si  District  received  the  largest  number  of  Refugees,  Supplies  for  these 
additional  refugees  were  received  by  District  Headquarters  from  Civil  Cpcratluns 
for  Revolutionary  Development  Supropt.  These  coCTSodaties  included  food  and 
other  Buprlios  necessary  to  help  the  refugees  make  a  qvlck  and  satisfactory 
transition.  In  all  a  total  of  23  sorties  were  flown  in  this  operation  for

d.  Whenever  multi-nation  forces  are  employed  in  combined  ooerations,  it 
la  mandatory  that  the  headquarters  directing  the  operations  establish  adequate 
control  arxl  llo.loon  with  the  fnember  forces  in  order  to  insure  proper  coordination 
and  direction  of  fire  support  and  maneuver  elements.  This  Is  particularly  desirable 
in  view  of  language  difficulties  inherent  in  such  an  operation* 

€*  When  operating  In  relatively  small  Areas  of  Operation,  care  must  be 
exercised  in  the  selection  of  colocated  Artillery  *•  Infantry  Connand  Post  to  insure 
that  adequate  fires  can  be  placed  throughout  the  area  of  operation,  including 
those  close  in  to  the  battalion  Tactical  Coesiand  Post.
